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To the Officers and members of All Grand and 
Subordinate Bodies of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows: 

On October 24, 1945, Poland and the Soviet Union signed the 
United Nations Charter. On the same day the Secretary of State of the 
United States of America issued a protocol of deposit of ratification de¬ 
claring that a sufficient number of nations had ratified the Charter 
and the United Nations Security organization for World Peace became 
an accomplished fact. The United Nations Charter is now the basic law 
of the world nations loving peace more than selfish power. 

On January 15, 1946, Odd Fellowship will observe the one hun¬ 
dred and sixty-fourth anniversary of the Birthday of Thomas Wildey, 
founder of our Order on the North American continent. He it was who 
envisioned a great world-wide organization dedicated to one objective 
—the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of man. The laws of 
The Sovereign Grand Lodge provide that the anniversary of his birth 
shall be observed throughout the world of Odd Fellowship each year. 

Remembering the inspiring faith of Thomas Wildey in the power 
of Odd Fellowship to benefit humanity, no more fitting observance of 
the anniversary of his birth could be held this year than to devote a 
time to a concerted effort to spread understanding of the new United 
Nations Charter among our own membership and in similar fashion to 
begin the great task of popular education regarding this new Charter, 
designed to provide for the orderly processes of law and order and the 
establishment of a basis for world peace and security. 

Therefore, in obedience to the laws of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
and the usages and customs of the Order, I, D. D. Monroe, Grand Sire 
of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, in commemoration of the 
One Hundred and Sixty-fourth anniversary of the birth of Thomas 
Wildey, do hereby PROCLAIM the week of January 13th to 19th, 1946, 
United Nations Charter Week in Odd Fellowship. And I do hereby call 
upon all Lodges, Encampments, and Clubs for the observance of that 
week by holding consolidated meetings, or sponsoring open meetings, 
with notable addresses, setting forth the purposes of Odd Fellowship as 
declared by its founder, and the purposes of the United Nations Charter, 
and a study of its provisions and implications. Such an observance 
will offer an opportunity to lodges everywhere unitedly to assist to make 
the new Charter—with its admitted imperfections which time should 
correct—an effective instrument of free peoples. 

Recalling the zeal and untiring efforts of Thomas Wildey to in¬ 
crease the influence of Odd Fellowship, what greater tribute can our 
lodges place upon the altar of his memory than to devote the week of 
his birth this coming year to the sponsorship of educational processes 
in the advancement of world peace and fraternity? 

The United Nations Charter will never work unless it is supported 
by a preponderance of public opinion throughout the world. Odd Fel¬ 
lows, Rebekahs and others must help make it work if it is to preserve 
peace and security. A knowledge of its purposes and plan is necessary. 
From your public library get a copy of the Charter. Read the preamble 
and the purposes outlined in Chapter 1. Note how closely the wording 
expresses the basic aims and declared purposes of Odd Fellowship. 
Enlist the services of prominent speakers and international students of 
your communities. Plan your arrangements in your own way that every 


member of our order and every citizen of every community in which 
our lodges exist shall be made sensible of a great instrument of inter¬ 
national promise. 

As our Order throughout the world threw her every resource, man¬ 
power, material and spiritual behind the Allied powers to the winning 
of the war, now our highest duty to our war dead, our highest instincts 
and the dictates of unselfish service demand that we likewise throw 
our every resource, material and spiritual, into the winning of an en¬ 
during peace. Peace must not only be prayed for. Peace must be 
worked for and, if necessary, fought for! The spirit of Thomas Wildey 
should inspire all of us to the fitting observance of United Nations 
Charter Week in Odd Fellowship. 

Because I believe that Odd Fellowship has in the great Charter an 
opportunity unsurpassed throughout our one hundred and twenty-seven 
years, I enjoin upon our lodges everywhere to make the week of Janu¬ 
ary 13th to 19th a great week for Odd Fellowship and for public ser¬ 
vice. Thus we can fittingly venerate the founder of this great inter¬ 
national fraternity. 

Done at Clayton, New Mexico, United States of America, this 12th 
day of November, Anno Domini nineteen hundred forty-five, in the one 
hundred and twenty-seventh year of Odd Fellowship.

Therefore, I, D. D. Monroe, Grande Sire, by virtue of the powers in 
me vested, and in compliance with the action of The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge set forth in Report 39 page 745 Journal of Proceedings 1943 
and Report 23 page 1146 Proceedings 1944, do hereby declare the 
"Code of General Laws of the I.O.OF., 1944," in full force and effect 
from and after the 1st day of October, 1945, after which date all pre¬ 
vious publications of laws shall be considered no longer in effect. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused 
the seal of The Sovereign Grand Lodge to be hereunto affixed. Done 
at the City of Clayton, State of New Mexico, United States of Ameri¬ 
ca, this 12th day of November, A:D., 1945, in the one hundred and 
twenty-seventh year of our Order.

Veteran Officer of 

Sask. Lodge Dies 

Jas. J. Page, chairman of the Home Fund 
Trustee Board of the Grand Lodge of Saskat¬ 
chewan, passed away in the Whitewood hos¬ 
pital on November 14. The funeral was held 
in Kennedy on November 16. 

Jas. Page was born in London, England, 
February 14, 1873, and came to Canada in 
1895, settling at Mooromin, Sask. In 1897 
he was married to Elizabeth Faulkner of 
Moosomin, who predeceased him in 1938. 

Settling in Kennedy in the year 1906, the 
year the railway came in, he was one of the 
pioneers of that district.
